PHILIP, THE APOSTLE. 


The Apostle Philip waco boru at Beth 
saida, near the sea of Tiberias. We read 
nothing in the Gospels of his parents or 
way of life. He had the honour of being 
the first who was called to be ( hrist s dis- 
ciple ; for our Lord, after his return 
from the wilderness, having met Andrew 
and Peter, after some short discourse, 
parted from them ; and the next day, pass- 
ing through Galilee, he found I hillip, 
being commanded to follow him, 
presently obeyed. {his disciple after- 
wards found Nathaniel, acquainted him 
with the tidings of the Messias, and con- 
Jucted him to Jesus. There isnot much 
recorded of Philip m the New Testament 
afer his call to the Apostleship. It was 
of him that our Savivar inquired how they 
could procure bread for the 5,000 men, 
besides women and children ; aud Philip 
replied, that 200 pennyworth of bread 
would not be safficient. It was to him 
that the Gentile proselytee, who came up 
to the passover, addressed themselves, 
when they desired to see our Saviour ; 
and, “ Philip cometh and telleth Andrew; 
and again, Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. 
it was also to this Apostle, that our Re- 
deemer discoursed concerning himself, a 
little before the last Paschal supper. 
Our Lord had been fortifying the minds of 
his disciples with respect to his departure 
from them, and told them that no man 
conld come unto the Father but by him. 
Philip not readily understanding our Sav- 
iour’s reasoning, requested a sight of the 
Pather’s glory. Jesus informed him, that 
he and his Father were mutually in one 
another, and that whosoever by faith had 
seen him, had seen the Father also. .

At his first appearance, our 
Saviour declared himto be a man of true 
simplicity and integrity. Nathaniel asked 
jhow he knew him ; to which Jesus an- 
swered, that he was acquainted with what 
‘had passed under a certain fig-tree, whith- 
‘er this Israelite probably retired to his 
most secret devotion. Being convinced 
by this discovery ofour Lord’s omnis- 
cience, Nathaniel readily acknowledged 
‘him to be the Son of God, and the promis 

‘ed Messiah, or King of Israel. Jesus

He 
expressed much satisfaction in the truths 
which he heard, and longed to become 
acquainted with the whole word of God. 
The last time he saw us, he appeared 
much animated. Every thing he attered, 
the very expression of his countenance, 
conveyed feelings to the heart, which 
would warm the bosom of angels. The 
morning of his return, he called onthe 
Governor, and on being requested, readi- 
ly engaged in praver with him and his fam- 
ily. After walking to the beach with his 
people, and before stepping into his canoe, 
he kneeled down and offered up a short 
prayer to God for protection on his way 
home. ‘A great minister,” says the 
Governor, as he stood reflecting on the 
prayers and conversation of this man ; and 
seeing him sail away, he added, ‘a great 
missionary.”” At his own place, he for- 
bids his people working or bathin. on the 
Sabbath, and regularly assembles them 
twice to pray and converse with them on 
religious subjects. This has been his 
practice for many months past. Of late 
he has extended his exertions, crossing 
the bay, and there meeting the people, 
and conducting religious services. He 
has received but liftle instruction from the 
missionaries ; yet there are few natives 
on the islands who have more correct 
views on religious subjects. He seems 
to have been searching for truth as for 
hid treasure. TIonce heard him pray in 
his family, and was much surprised at his 
simplicity, fervency, and apparent sinceri- 
ty, which were manifested, as well as with 
the correctness of religious sentiment 
which the prayer contained. 

Thomas had been labouring, at this 
place, during the year past, doing good, 
but needing the aid and counsel of a mis- 
sionary. He has suffered considerably 
for want of provisions, having, as he some- 
times says, ‘** been obliged to live upon 
the wind.”’ But notwithstanding his pri- 
vations, he has not forgotten his work, 
and is indeed a valuable assistant. 

About 50, at this station, are attached 
to the school, and, a desire for instruction 
is generally increasing. 

On this important, long neglected isl- 
land, two standards of the cross are now 
erected, and throughout its borders the 
Gospel trumpet has been blown. With 
my associates I travelled and searched out 
the land. These eyes beheld the mise- 
ries of the people.

Translations made by Baptist Missiona- 
ries at Serampore.—Of twenty of the ver- 
sions of the Bible, which have been whol- 
ly or in part executed, it appears that 
learned natives have published their ex- 
plicit approbation, declaring in almost ev- 


idenced a heart deeply imbued with the 


heavenly temper of his Master, he depic- 
ted the former deplorable state of the na- 
tives of the Society Islands in the South 
Pacific ocean. With evident tokens of 
delight, he gave also a narration of the 
happy moral change, which had been ef- 
fected since the Missionaries had resided 
amongst them. With evident emotion, 
Mr. Ellis inquired, How bas this transfor- 
mation been produced ?—Has it sprung 
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into existence by the power of enchant- 
ment? Have the natives been bribed to 
the love of religion? Or has a slavish 
terror driven them from the practice of 
iniquity to the love of holiness ?—None 
of these causes are adequate to the pro- 
duction of an effect so glorious! The 
simple preaching of Christ crucified, as 
the only ground of a sinner’s hope, and 
the accompanying influence of the Holy 
Spirit enlightening the mind and renewing 
the heart, were the happy means by 
which the whole face of society has been 
renovated, and multitudes been raised 
from the darkness of sin. Emerging from 
their dungeons of moral night, where no 
ray of heavenly illumination ever shone, 
they have fixed their hope on that Saviour 
whom the gospel reveals, and they now 
rejoice in the blissful prospect of an tm- 
mortality with God. The crimes which 
had prevailed amongst them were the 
most enormous. Intoxication, infanticide, 
sorcery, want of natural affection, con- 
tempt of parents, abuse of the fair sex, 
cruelty to the aged and the sick, and mur- 
der of each other in manner the most bar- 
barous. Now there are 12,000 persons 
able to read ; 3000 children are instruct 
ed in books containing Bible precepts ; 28 
houses for worship are built; Sabbath 
Schools are formed ; and eleven church- 
es are formed, containing 2000 members.

THE (MODERN) WALDENSES.

| seed was lately received by Dr. Mitchell, 
from Benjamin P. Kissam, M. D. surgeon 
of the ship Cyane, U.S. N. now crui- 
zing inthe Mediterranean.
